He was recognized when he inquired 
of a neighbor where the Ingrams lived, 
officers investigating the case say. 

This angle, together with the arrest 
of Newt Ingram, brother-in-law of 
the slain woman, late Saturday, were 
latest developments in the ghastly 
crime which has baffled detectives for 
two days. Ingram was taken into 
custody at Griffin by Detectives John 
Starnes and T, B. Lanford, officers 
investigating the case with Detective 
Lieutenant T. D. Shaw. 

Held Incommunicado, 

Ingram was slipped into the jail 
late in the afternoon and a charge of 
suspicion docketed against him. Be- 
sides it also was the notation from 
Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Voole 
that no one be allowed to communicate 
with him. His wife, who is nearly 
20 years his senior, and her two chil- 
| dren also were held for questioning. 

Ingram has been wanted for ques-

President Sends Message 
. to Congress Calling for 
Participation in” Econ- 
omic Conference. 


Washington, February 5.—(U. N.) 
President Coolidge in a message to 
congress today advocated United 
States participation in the Geneva 
economic conference to open May 4, 
under League of Nations auspices. 
He asked a $15,000 appropriation for 
expenses of an unofficial American 
delegation. 

Mr. Coolidge has withheld this mes- 
sage for several months since the in- 
vitation to participate was received 
from the league council, some oppo- 
sition having arisen in this country 
because of fear that the conference 
would discuss the American tariff 
and possibly go on record against 
its principle. 

America Not Bound. 
| The American delegation of five 


i “will not in any way bind the gov- 
| ernment and will not be qualified 
‘to act as spokesmen of an official 
| policy,” the president’s message said. 
| Many Europeans feel that the 
| American high tariff policy prevents 
| their cozntries from having adequate 
‘markets for their products. The 
president said that “this is not the 
time to discuss specific questions out- 
_lined in the agenda,” however, and 
(added that “this government will have 
the benefit of its deliberations but 
will not be bound by its results.”

dations of friendly intercourse and 
prosperity. 

“The United States is taking its 
part in the study of the problem of 
arms limitations at the invitation of 
the League of Nations.

JAPANESE ARE READY 
TO LAND 300 MARINES.

Tokio, February 5.—The Japanese 
admiralty today ordered the cruiser 
Tenrvu to load 300 marines and pro- 
ceed immediately to Sasebo with four 
destroyers.

Japanese correspondents in China 
are sending pessimistic news of the 
general situation both at Pekin and 
Hankow and indicate Japan's hand 
will be forced through the growing 
pressure the Chinese are bringing 
egainst Great Britain. 

Official reports to the navy state 
that there probably will be a break 
within the Chinese nationalist ranks, 
with the extremists seizjng power. 
Other reports current are to the effect 
that hundreds of radical agitators are 
entering Shanghai for the purpose of 
provoking an outbreak against all 
foreigners.

Shanghai, February 5.—Northern 
Chinese war lords, aligned against 
the Cantonese nationalists who seek 
to conquer Shanghai, have allied 
their forces and are planning an at- 
tack on Hankow as the next move to 
divert the advancing southern forces. 

Hankow is the rich mid-China por: 
on the Yangtze river, presently under 
control of the Cantonese. A thrust in 
that direction would be designed to 
draw the nationalists from the region 
of Chuchow. in the province of Che- 
kiang. south of Shanghai.

“GOVERN OURSELVES 


| FIRST,” URGES REED. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, February 5.— 
(United News.)—America’s domestic 
problems. are grave enough to warrant 
the enlistment of every citizen’s en- 
ergy and intelligence, Senator James 
A. Reed, democrat, Missouri, said in 
a,Jackson day speech at a banquet 
h&re tonight. 

“It would be well for us to govern 
ourselves better before we undertake 
the direction of other nations,’ Reed 
declared. 

The speaker urged the need of an 
“American policy’—a_ policy which 
has for its central thought the proud 
position this country has attained, as 
he explained it, 


“It is no part of our business to 
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undertake to ‘control or 

destiny of the old world except insofar 
as the affairs of the old world may 
directly affect the welfare of our re- 
public. With their wars, their dis- 
putes, and their ambitions, we have 
no concern, save as they may touch 
our own national destiny,” he de- 
clared. 

“The conception that America is 
charged with the duty of supervising 
the morals or politics of the entire 
earth is utterly untenable. The people 
of other nations have the right to live 
their lives and work out their own 
destiny withowt interference by us. 
Any such inteNerence is certain to 
produce resentment and resistance and 
to bring in its wake incalculable dis- 
aster, 

Combination Not Needed. 

“Neither do we need make a com- 
bination with any of these nations, 
whether based on race or tongue. Any 
such combination would: 

“I—Involve us in the policies and 
wars of that particular nation. 

“2—Would arouse the resentment 
of all nations outside the combina- 


ion. 

“What America can do if she pur- 
sues wise and prudent policies,” he 
continued, “ig to furnish an example 
to the world of a nation marching 
along the high road of success, pos- 
sessing almost illimitable power and 
yet steadfastly refusing to exercise 
that power in the destruction or op- 
pression of other peoples.”

To Taritf Urged

The litigation between the state of 
Georgia and the city of Chattanooga 
began several years ag0 and was 
brought to a decisive stage last year 
when the city by force tore down 
buildings located on the state's prop- 
erty and opened Broad street through 
this property. ‘The state of Georgia 
was successful in the courts in an at- 
tempt to prevent the condemnation of 
the property for street purposes. 


Heard in Lower Court. 

After the city of Chattanooga open- 
ed the street the case was heard by a 
court in Hamilton county which fixed 
damages due the state of George at 
$20,655 and it was this decision that 
the Tennessee court of appeals upheld 
Saturday. 

In its decision the court stated that 
the city of Chattanooga simply was 


acquiring that part of Georgia's prop- | 


erty needed for street purposes, and 
that opening the street would not in-

With Showers 
Due Here Today 


Within a week, a belt of pink peach 
blossoms will be spread across Geor- 
gia uless the present weather out- 
look changes radically, C. F. von 
Herrmann, official prognosticator for 
this territory, predicted Saturday. 

Showers, summer variety, will be 
the menu for Atlanta today with warm 
weather continuing, he predicted. Lit- 
tle change will be seen in the ther- 


mometer readings today and. from the | 
present view little change will be reg-‘ fecting 


istered within a week, for no cold 
wave is headed for Atlanta, Mr. von 
Herrmann said. 

Chances that the peach crop will 


be damaged by cold weather later in 


the spring is probable, although this 
section has seen more than one Win- 
ter when trees blossomed as early as 
February and the crop was not hurt, 
the weatherman declared. 

Already some varieties are beginning 
to bloom and growers say that unless 
cold weather comes within a few days 
every tree will .be in full bloom. If 
trees bloom with a heavy cold im- 
mediately afterwards the crop will 
be virtually ruined, but if two or 
three weeks of warm weather follows 
the fruit will be far enough advanced 
to be little affected by frosts. 

The entire winter in the south has 
been above normal and according to 
Mr. von Herrmann the remainder of 
winter is likely to be mild, since the 
ground. is warm, thus materially af- 
temperatures.

there have been only 12 freezes during 
the present winter and for two weeks

In December ‘the. temperature was 
three degrees above normal, January 
registered two degrees above normal 
and February has risen to four de- 
grees above normal. Other sections 
of the south have reported even higher 
averages. 

With all the spring weather no 
records have been broken. Mr. von 
Herrmann brushed off the dust of 
files laid away in 1891 Saturday and 
found that on February 19 the ther- 
mometer rose to 78 degrees. Sat- 
urday’s highest mark was 74 degrees 
and the mereury began its day’s work 
at 56 degrees.

K. P. Forrester, under indictment 
in Florence, 8. C., for alleged whole- 
sale violation of the federal bill-of- 
lading act in connection with the sale 


of alleged “imaginary” lumber to 
firms scattered over a wide territory, 
was arrested Saturday in Portland. 
Ore., and will be returned to South 
Carolina for trial, according to a tele- 
gram received by Joe P. Johnston, in- 
spector in charge, 

Large amounts of money were re- 
ceived by Forrester on forged bills-of- 
lading, until the suspicious of a lum- 
ber dealer named McCraight, of Pitts- 
burg, led. to the exposure of his 
scheme, according to postoffice in- 
spectors. MecCraight demanded his 
money back from Forrester when his 
lumber failed to arrive, and Forrester 
paid the amount of $1,710 by cashing 
checks on local merchants in Sumter, 
8. C., where he operated his business, 
it was said. Forrester then skipped 
out and was later*indicted on the fed- 
eral charge. 

According to Inspector Johnston, 
Forrester began his operations on Au- 
gust 26, and obtained $10,000 in two 
months on forged bills-of-lading with 
drafts attached, to be collected 
through the Sumter bank. The drafts 
were for 50 to 85 per ce: . of the value 
of the lumber,ordered, it was said. 
The firms ordering the lumber took 
the forged bills-of-lading on their face 
value and honored the drafts, expect- 
ing the lumber to arrive at almost 
any time, since the _ bills-of-lading 
showed it to be on the way.

In illustration of his point, Mr. Tal- 
madge said that sometimes when farm 
produce goes begging in Atlanta, there 
is a good profit in its sale in Rome, 
Chattanooga or Nashville, but that 
the farmer does not know where to 
send his stuff unless he has authori- 
tative advice, 

The. farmer comes first among all 
people of the earth who are demoral- 
ized by gambling, he said. “Owing to 
its very nature, farming is practically 
impossible to systematize,” he said. 

“Varying seasons, excessive drouths 
or rains will upset almost any system 
that a farmer has determined upon,” 
he declared. “Nature makes him the 
foremost gambler of all busines. He is 
the first to feel the heavy pall of de- 
pression, and the last visited by the 
lubricant of prosperity. Yet the very 
desire to go into a slow but sure busi- 
ness is the great impetus that en- 
courages most people to farm. 

“Our government, and the great or- 
ganizations for business in our coun- 
try, should cooperate and aid the 
farmer in what he wants, most of all, 
a small but a sure profit on the prod- 
ucts of his labor. Whenever farm prod- 
ucts reach the mountain peaks of $3 
a bushel for wheat or 40 cents a 
pound for cotton, it is generally when 
most of the product is out of the hands

STATE TREASURY 
SHOWS B16 GAIN 


W. J. Speer, Treasurer, 
Submits Quarterly Re- 
port of State’s Financial 
Condition. 


In his quarterly report to the gov- 
ernor Saturday, W. J. Speer, state 
treasurer, showed that the treasury 
had a balance of $2,549,760.11 on 
January 1, as compared with $2,513,- 
488.20 on October 30. The total re- 
ceipts for the quarter were $4,735,- 
422.44, while total disbursements of 
$4,501,160.55 were made. 

The total liabilities of the state at 
the end of the period, including the 
bonded indebtedness, amounted to $5,- 
084,202. This amount included $90,- 
202 of land script debt. 


The largest receipts during the 
quarter were those from general tax 
collections, amounting to $2,082,- 
889,71, the treasurer’s report showed. 
The fuel oil tax collections were $1,- 
560,650.40, which represented the 
amount due for the previous quarter 
endin,; September 30. 


From the cigar and cigarette stamp 
tax $327,000 was paid into the state 
treasury, and $109,312.52 was received 
from motor vehicle fees. Other re- 
ceipts for the quarter included $135,-

Aside from offering greater rewards 
for skill, contract bridge largely owes 
its popularity to the rarity of boring 
hands. At auction a pair able to win 
only a defensive trick or two are glad 
when that hand ends. At contract the 
same weak pair galvanize into active 
interest as the unopposed bidding 
soars to game or slam value, because 
an overbid, a slip in play, or a shrewd 
bit of defensive strategy may give 
that weak pair a score, merely be- 
cause the declaring side had to bid 
for what they believed they could 
make, in order to score pm or slam. 

The constant need of bidding higher 
than in auction bridge obliges contract 
players to bid more accurately than 
at auction. These higher contracts 
force players to become better strate- 
gists than at the older game. Just 
for these two reasons I have added a 
finishing course in contract bridge, 
even for thoxe who did not care for 
the game except as a matter of drill 
in better bid and play.

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Scenes in the newly reopened Dahlonega gold fields, showing leading characters in the drama which soon may result in a rush to Lumpkin county and the extraction 
of millions of dollars worth of the precious yellow metal. The artist’s sketch shows how the Dugas corporation, of Atlanta, is drilling from the foot of Finley ridge to 
meet the bottom of the famous old shaft, so that gold may be mined without the difficulty of water encoyntered by the early operators. The old shaft, entering the ground 
at the top of the ridge, follows a rich vein of ore downward a: an angle of 27 degrees for 378 feet, stepping at the point where the ground water line impeded progress.

work to the end of extracting gold 
from Finley ridge, was staunchly up- 
held by Mr. Thomson on his recent 
visit to Dahlonega.

The waste of gold in the old mills 
came about by the antiquated methods 
of trying to save gold by the “you 
stick to me and I'll stick to you,” or 
quicksilver method, depending on the 
affinity of gold for quicksilver. Over 
70 per cent of the gold values were 
lost in the old-time milling methods 
on Yahoola creek, with the result that 
in the 30 years of operation, more 
than a million in gold came to rest 
in the golden horseshoe. 

Shoals Created. 

Nature, in its many ramifications, 
created shoals at the lower terminus 
of the horseshoe, and the miners aided 
nature in accumulating this vast 
wealth by erecting a power dam to 
rui. the old mud lift, for the 50-year 
period. The creek ‘gold will be ex- 
tracted by placer operations after the 
water is diverted around the horse- 


shoe by a new cut. Estimates of the | 


creek's wealth are based largely upon 
the report of Mr. Thomson, he having 
studied the situation from all angles 
and made full and exhaustive analysis 
of the creek bed. 

The Finley chute, operated by old- 
timers who, with the lure of gold as 
their object, stood waist high in water 
and pounded the old-fashioned hand 
steel, averaging only an inch prog- 
ress in 24 hours, has already yielded 
approximately two cubic feet of free 
gold, worth $265,000 the cubic foot, 
and more in milled gold. Then, reach- 
ing the depth of 378 feet from the 
top of the ridge, the early miners 
found progress absolutely barred by 
the depth of water, and were forced 
to abandon their operations.

Landmarks Remain. 

Many landmarks of Dahlonega’s 
early gold rush remain today in the 
verdant hills of the gold field. Un- 
expectedly, the visitor to the nearby 
hills stumbles across the remains of 
old gold chutes, mine entrances, and 
huge holes in the ground out of which 
vast wealth has been taken in years 
gone by. 

One of the most picturesque of the 
old timers is Bill Jenkins, known to 
miners as “Mr. Micawber,” always 
expecting, like Dickens’ character, 
that something will happen. Bill has 
been looking for gold on his own hook 
for many years, and frequently makes 
a fairly rich strike, always earning 
enough to keep him going. He lives 
in a mountain cabin, and employs his 
little boy, Bill, Jr., to help him pan. 
Although the youngster is only five 
years old, he makes a great assistant, 
Bill says. 

Another interesting old timer is 
“Unele” Bey Johnson, blue-eyed old 
chief prospector for the Dugas cor- 
poration, who has been mining in the 
Dahlonega region ‘“‘nigh onto 40 years.” 
“Uncle” Bev started as a boy in one 
of the old stamp mills, when gold 
was mined with a pick and shovel 
and a hand drill. 

Today, as he observes modern meth- 
ods driving swiftly to success, “Uncle” 
Bev relates how he held a drill for 
another miner, who struck blows with 
a heavy sledge hammer, and then, 
after taking a week to drill the neces- 
sary dozen holes into the solid rock, 
a blast of black powder was set off. 


Loved By All. 


“Uncle” Bev is loved by all the 
miners for his honesty and faithful- 
ness, his word being law in the mining 
camp. During his mining career he 
has handled more than a barrel of 
gold, valued at $2,500,000. 


Another of the old timers is Jesse 
McDonald, who is now engaged in' 
mining the Weaver yein. Aided by) 
members of his family, McDonald has 
erected machinery in his mill, con- 
structed a chute from the mine to the 
mill, and is nearly ready to begin mill 
operations, having exposed a_ profit- 
able vein of ore. Ed Bell, still an- 
other of the old timers, is working in 
caves near McDonald's operations. 

Many large nuggets are in the 
proud possession of residents of Dah- 
lonega, together with coins minted 
there. Among the most interesting of 
the nuggets is that owned by Will V. 
Zimmer, proprietor of Mountain Inn, 
headquarters of the Dugas interests. 

Mr. Zimmer’s nugget was the prop- 
erty for many years of Colonel W. A. 
Charters, one of Georgia’s most fa- 
mous jurists. It is three inches long, 
nearly an inch in diameter at the 
widest point, and weighs 33 penny- 
weights. This nugget was picked yp 


on Tanyard bottom after it was thrown 


Children of Dahlonega today pan for 
gold in the creeks and ditches around 
the city, often making a lucky strike 
of sufficient size to furnish plenty of 
spending money. Some of the young- 
sters are experts at sluicing the pan- 
ning, and earn good money at the task. 

Frank Meadows, postmaster of Dah- 
lonega told of picking tip gold’ in a 
ditch in sufficient quantities to have 
a bracelet made of the solid metal. 
Mr. Meadows is one of the firmest be- 
lievers in the great future of the 
Lumpkin gold fields. 

The Standard Gold Mine, now own- 
ed by Charles Breyman, of Toledo, 
Ohio, has on it the famous Tou-len- 
eka shaft, which means “yellow 
money” in Indian. Dahlonega was 
named after this mine, though the 
Enclish word was spelled different 
from the exact pronunciation. 


Abandonment of the Dahlonega gold 
fields, largely brought about by the 
blocking of progress with antiquated 
methods and the rush to California and 
the Alaskan fields. was contributed to 
in some measure bv the swindle per- 
petrated by the Consolidated Gold 
Mine owners. The handsome gold mill 
erected at a cost of a million dollars 
to show to the “suckers,” still stands. 
The Consolidated scheme was a simple 
fraud of selling gold stéck for a mine 
which never turned a lick of work. 
The mill was erected, the stock sold, 
and then the company went defunct. 
That hurt the gold mining industry 
with the public, and since then the 
gold fields have been a laughing stock. 


But the gold is there, and by it 
Georgia will profit immensely, they 
all declare.

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Washington, February 5.—The sen- 
fite backed the “Doughboys” today 
when it passed the 500,000 army 
apptopriation bill, providing for an 
army of 118,750 enlisted men. The 
measure will be sent to the president 
for his signature as soon as house and 
senate differences are adjusted by con- 
ferees. 

More than $3,000,000 was added to 
the bill in the senate. This includes 
au increase of $1,325,000 for army 
pay.

The present size of the army is 115,- 
000. Congress Jast year authorized the 
same strength as this year but due to 
short ration allowances the person- 
nel was reduced.

AMUNDSEN IN LECT fe 


Decatur, Ga., February 5.—(Sp-- 
cial.—Four times in his adventurous 
career Captain Roald Amundsen, the 
famous explorer, was given up by the 
world for lost—the fourth time being 
Jast May, when he made his daring 
—— flight over the North Pole.

He will tell about that flight, its ad- 
ventures and observations, in a_ lec- 
ture entitled “By Dirigible from Rome 
to Teller,” to be given at Agnes Scoit 
college next Saturday: night, Febru- 
ary 12. 

The first time Captain Amundsen 
was given up for lost was in 1905. 
He had been gone for three years in 
an attempt to reach the north pole. 
When he emerged from the clutches 
of the .Arctic he had achieved two 
things: He had explored the northern 
coast of America, by way of the 
Northwest passage, the first man on 
record to do so; and he had relocated 
the North Magnetic pole. He was 
given up again in 1911, when he went 
into the Antarctic, but returned to 
civilization in 1912, after having dis- 
covered the south pole. In June, "1925, 
when he and Lieutenant Lincoln Flls- 
worth, his American associate, led an 
airplane dash for the north pole, he 
was lost for 28 days, and many had 
given up hope when he returned with 
the entire personnel of his expedition. 
They had been forced down within 200 
miles of the pole. 

In their flight last May. from Spitz- 
bergen to Nome, their *dirigible the 
Norge, ran into a heavy. fog and then 
into severe storms. For many hours 
they were buffeted about by the wind, 
unable to get their bearings, in dan- 
ger constantly of crashing into the 
tall Alaskan mountains or dropping 
into the water or upon the jagged ice. 
They had been in communication with 
the oufer world by radio, but sud- 
denly this communication was cut off, 
and from early Wednesday morning, 
May 12, until Saturday, May 15, the 
world heard nothing from them, It was 
then that, for the fourth time in his 
life, Amundsen was thought to have 
lost his life to the maw of the Arcties. 

In his Agnes Scott lecture, “By 
Dirigible from Rome to Teller,” he 
will tell the whole authentic story of 
the cruise of the Norge from the time 
it left Rome, Italy, until it was 
brought safely, but precariously, to 
earth at Teller, Alaska, in a terrific 
storm. Thrilling motion pictures, taken 
from the start of the flight until its 
landing, will be shown in connection 
with the address, 

His appearance at Agnes Scott is 
regarded as one of the most important 
during the present lecture season and 
a record audience is expected. 
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SEARS-ROEBUCK RADIO 
S AD 10 FARMERS 


_—— 


Discussion of the live stock and 
farming problems in the south and the 
importance of diversifiéation methods, 
featured a number of radio addresses 
delivered here in connection with a 
recent conference of southern agricul- 
tural workers. The talks were ar- 
ranged for by the Sears-Roebuck Ag- 
ricultural foundation. 

“Farmers of the east cotton belt 
who change their methods to meet 
present day conditions will have a 
better chance for making a profit 
from cotton wroduction,’”’ H. R. Tol- 
ley, chief of farm management of the 
U nited States department of agricul- 
ture, declared in his address. Planting 
cotton only on good land, producing it 
economically and raising live stock 
and food and feed crops is the main 
way in which the southeastern farmers 
can compete with the west cotton area 
where the acreage per man is high, 
although the acre yields are generally 
low, he said. Growing of other money 
crops on a scale large enough to bring 
about drastic reduction in cotton 
acreage needed, is not practicable. 
Possibilities are confined largely to 
truck crops and all of the crops in- 
cluding sweet potatoes and peanuts, 
occupied only about 3,000,000 acres 
of land in the cotton belt last year, 
while cotton occupied 48,000,000 acres, 


tunities to replace cotton with feed 
crops and pasture. In many places 
farmers would find it profitable to in- 
crease ‘live stock production and help 
supply the south with the meat, but- 
ter and eggs now purchased frem 
other parts of the country,’ Mr. To!l- 
ley added. 

“There will be a large reduction 
in cotton acreage,’’ Dr. Tait Butler, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the south-wide cotton conference, 
said in his radio talk, “but none too 
large.”

At that 
important city the mutiny soldiers 
and their supporters are entrenched 
in the center of the town and have 
offered strong opposition to the goy- 
ernment loyal troops seeking to eject 
them. 
Carmona’s forces succeeded in en- 
tering Oporto, but failed to dominate 
the rebel position. Wishing to spare 
the civilian population as: much as 
possible, the commander of the loyal 
forces is endeavoring to find a way 
to overcome the revolutionaries witb- 
out further bombardment. 

An official note issued here today 
declares that the military insurrec- 
tien took place only at Oporto.

ping his desk, 

“Must I tell their names?’’ asked 
Reeseberg. 

“Certainly!” stormed the ezar. 

“Well I did not want to tell the 
names,” answered the Swede. “I 
don’t want to make any enemies.”

Entering upon its 25th year of man- 
ufacturing with a production program 
larger than at any previous time in

The route was 
over 3,000 miles of bad roads, cross- 
ing the Caucasus mountains twice, and 
the endurance tests were so severe as 
to completely force out 12 other 
American-made cars. 
Suecess Unprecedented. 

The V-63 Cadillas in 1923 intro- 
duced the compensated crankshaft 
which e¢liminates vibration at all 
speeds and so solves a problem which 
for years had baffled engineers. In 
August, 1925, shortly after the ac- 
cession of Lawrence P. Fisher to the 
presidency, the new 90-degree eight- 
sylinder car was introduced—the com- 
plete embodiment of what Cadillac had 
learned through the years. Its suc 
mess was unpreeedented from the 
start, and sales during this year show- 
ed an 87.5 per cent increase.

OAKLAND WILL 
TOUR COUNTRY 


The second lap of one of the most 
gruelling tests any automobile ever 
undertook began at Pontiac, Mich., 
February 2, when the Oakland landau 


sedan, which in six months completed 
a 100,000-mile endurance run, started 
on a four of the country. This tour 
will take the car from coast to coast 
and from gulf to the Great Lak 

and will add about 15,000 miles o 
the most strenuous travel.to the car's 
alpen tremendous mileage total. 

A. R: Glaney, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Oakland Motor 
Car company; W. R. Tracy, vice pres- 
ident in charge of sales, and a_ host of 
other Oakland officials and employees 
gave a rousing send-off to the car 
which is destined to impress people 
all over. the country and with the 
rugged construction and the year-in, 
year-out service available in automo- 
biles made today. 

The car undertaking the run is a 
stock landau sedan, one of the first 
Oakland sixes built with the rubber 
silenced chassis. The engine is in 
the same condition as at the com- 
pletion of the 100,000-mile run, and 
in no sense has been rebuilt or prepa- 
rations for the run. The only change 
made in the car was to permit easier 
inspection of the engine. For tiis a 
glass hood has been installed and 
special lights -hare ‘been mounted un- 
ler the hood so that the engine may 
be’ inspected conveniently either day 
or night. A large dial to show the 
up: to date total mileage of the car 
has been built on the roof, and two 
spotlights play upon it at night.

The 
car ran day and night, stopping only 
for refueling and minor replacements, 
for nearly six months. John W. 
Smith, mayor of Detroit, pressed the 
starting button at 6:01 p. m. on July 
29, 1926, and speedometer registered 
an even 100,000 miles at 4:40 a. m. 
on January 9, 1927. 

The needed replacements during the 
run were the kind that any driver 
could make for himself. Their total 
cost was $48,28, and the labor bill 
for replacing them,°$26,75. The car 
averaged 34.09 miles to the gallon of 
gas, and was driven at an average 
speed of 25.49 miles per hour.

STROMBERG CARLSON 
EFFICIENCY STRESSED 


The efficiency of the individual cir- 
cuits in a radio receiver is of much 
greater importance than the number 
of tubes used. A very efficiently con- 
structed receiver will produce as much 
emplification with a smaller number of 
tubes as an inefficiently constructed 
one will with a greater number of 
tubes. 

The strength of a signal entering the 
receiver depends to a large degree upon 
the type of antenna used—tuned or 
untuned. This factor has much to do 
with the problem of keeping the num- 
ber of tubes at a minimum and the 
efficiency of the receives at a maxi- 
mum. ‘The five and six-tube receivers 
have been found to be the most popu- 
lar because of their simplicity of 
operation and their inherent capacity 
for good tone quality. 

In a receiver in which but one tun- 
ing control (untuned antenna) is 
utilized, an extra tube, a coupling 
tube, usually is incorporated. This 
tube, giving little or no amplification, 
is used merely to couple the anten- 
na to the rest of the circuit. Thus 
this first tube or coupling tube is 
merely for the purpose of simplicity of 
control, It is not essentially an am- 
plifying stage. 

It is the realization that such a 
sacrifice of efficiency ‘must be made 
in order to secure one-dial operation 
that has led several manufacturers, 
notably the Stromberg-Carlson com- 
pany, to retain the two-dial control 
(tuned antenna) feature in their re- 
ceivers. It is well known that the 
tuned antenna receiver provides great- 
er amplification and greater selectivity 
than does the untuned type—the type 
in which a coupling tube is used to 
effect one-dial control. It is ‘for 
this reason that these receivers re- 
tain excellent efficiency with adequate 


simplicity of operation.

PACIFIC COAST 
10 Be INCLUDED 
IN RADIO GnAIN 


National Broadcasting 
Company Now Includes 
Seven Western Stations 
in Its Network. 


New York, February 5.—The ere- 
ation of a nation-wide broadcasting 
service, by which the greater part of 
‘the 20,000,000 radio listeners in the 
United States would be reached from 
central broadcasting studios in New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco, is 
forecast in a statement issued by Mer- 
lin Hall Aylesworth, president of the 
National Broadcasting company, an- 
nouncing that a new network of seven 
leading broadcasting stations -is to be 
formed on the Pacific coast, to be 
served by programs of the National 
Sroadcasting company from San 
Francisco.

Angeles; KFOA and KOMO, Seattle; 
KGW, Portland, Ore., and KHO, 
Spokane, Wash, 

With the series of independently 
owned stations which now comprise 
the so-called “red” and “blue” net- 
works of the National Broadcasting 
company, and the group of southern 
stations recently associated with the 
system, the Pacific coast network will 
increase the total number of stations

Mr. Aylesworth’s announcement 
made it clear, however, that no change 
of policy on the part of the National 
Broadcasting company is involved in 
the arrangement just completed. The 
company, he pointed out, continues to 
own but one station, WEAF, in New 
York city, although it directs the 
operation and program activities of 
stations WJZ in New York and WRC, 
Washington, owned by the Radio 
corporation of America, as well as of 
owned by the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing company. 

The first nation-wide test of the 
network of 35 stations made possible 
by the addition of the west coast sta- 
tions will come on Washington's birth- 
day, February 22, when President 
Coolidge’s address, to be delivered be- 
fore a joint session of the senate and 
house at Washington, will be heard 
by the greatest audience in history. 
This will be under temporary facilities 
arranged for the occasion. 

“The National Broadcasting com- 
pany,” Mr. Aylesworth declared in his 
statement, “is committed to the policy 
of developing the best possible broad- 
casting service and of making this 
available to the largest possible por- 
tion of the 100,000,000 people in the 
It was expected that 


this might be a task of many months, 
but the country-wide demand that the 
great stars of the opera, the eminent 
artists of the concert hall and the na- 
tional features which have marked the 
outstanding broadcasting. programs 
since the establishment of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company two 
months ago be’made available to the 
west and to the south on the same 
basis as in the east, has quickened 
this process. ;

“Over 100 broadcasting stations in 
the United States to date have applied 
for the network service of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company and we 
are extending ou. program service 
wherever the public demand is suffici- 
ently great and the facilities for wire 
interconnection are practicable. 

“The National Broadcasting com- 
pany’s plan of operation provides for 
sufficient networks of associated sta- 
tions so that the listener may have a 
wide diversity of programs. If the 
service of the National Broadcasting 
company on the Pacific coast and 
northwest proves successful New York 
programs will be carried direct to San 
Francisco or some other points in the 
far west would, in turn, be transmit- 
ted to and rebroadcast in the east.” 

Early in April an inaugural pro- 
gram will be broadcast by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company from 
studios to be established in San Fran- 
eisco for the Pacific and northwest 
network.

Senator Pittman, Nevada, demo- 
crat, in an effort to block adoption 
of the bill; moved that it be returned 
to the conferees so that a provision 
requiring applicants for radio licenses 
te waive rights to any wave lengths 
could be inserted. 

“Ninety ner cent of my colleagues 
do not understand the bill any more 
than I do,” Pittman declared.

possibilities of which are beyond the 
imagination, and instend of having a 
permanent commission you turn its 
administration over to the secretary 
of commerce,” he said. 

“The commission

H. Stephens,.. vie@® president of-+the 
Confederacy,, the Steplrens’ Monumen- 
tal association was formed. It pur- 
chased Liberty. Hall and the grounds 
around it consistigg ef. about 12 acres 
in Crav._ordvill a.. and erected a 
monument in honor of the memory of 
Mr. Stephens on Liberty Hall grounds. 
The association now owns T.iberty 
Hall and the 12 acres of land around 
it. On property adjoining Liberty Hall 
grounds is,Alexaftider H. Stephens’ In- 
stitute, one of the best preparatory 
schools in the state. It has this year 
27 graduates. 


A board of education known as the 
Georgia Edneational society supplied 
the fuhds with which the expenses of 
Mr. Stephens for the first two years 
at’ the University of Georgin wc<re 
paid, After* his graduation he paid 
back with interest the amount that 
had been advanced to him. Later in 
life he aided with his owngmoney oyer 
50 young men and women to obtaif 
an education. : 

The Stephens Monumental! associa- 
tion has for one of ifs objects aidinz 
young men and women to obtain an 
education at the Alexander H. Steplt- 
ens Instittfe. The association desires 
to erect on Liberty Hall grounds cor- 
mitories in whith boys and girls can 
have rooms without expense and ob- 
tain meals at actual cost, and desites 
money for the purpose of eréetins 
these dormitories. The association also 
desires established scholarships where- 
by.all expenses of youn en and 
girls attending the imptitute will be 
paid with the understanding that they 
repay the amount loaned. ; 

The association sires: contribu- 
tions from the U. D. ©. chapters to 
aid‘in accomplishing the objects above 


referred to. 

The mort, heretofore contributed by 
the U. D. C. is in a bank drawing 
four per cent iiterest. It has uot been 


to such use as the U. D. C. may di- 
rect. 


No more suitable monument could | 
be vrected to Mr. Stephens than the | 


construction of dormitories and es- 
tablishing scholarships to aid young 
men and women to obtain an educa- 
tion, as part of the expenses of his 
education was paid with money bor- 
rowed and repaid. 

It is to be hoped that the chapters 
of the U. D. C. of Georgia will con- 
tribute liberally to the accomplishment 
of the objects above named. Several 
years ago the Georgia division of U.

Plans Outlined. 

The plans as outlined by Mrs. 
Farnier for cooperation for the present 
year were as follows: For the farm 
woman, and how to cooperate with 
the Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, 


Appoint a member of the home dem- 
onstration council to attend the meet- 
ings of the adjacent Woman’s club 
and report to the council. 

Appoint a committee of farm women 
to cooperate with the clubwomen in 
making a suryey of the stores of the 
adjacent town and make a list of all 
food stuffs shipped in which ean be 
raised in your county. Get the amount 
of each that is shipped in, ask a mer- 
chant to talk to you how, and when 
he wants this marketed and plant to 
supply your county with all food that 
can be raised within its borders. 

If any farm woman or group of 
farm women can make any product ex- 
ceptionally well, communicate with the 
the town clubwoman and ask her to 
cooperate in finding a market for it. 
With the aid of the town women, es- 
tablish a home ingustry shep, where 
or certain days the clubwomen may 
bring their products and sell them. 


If you have any new or unusual 
method of préverving peaches in any 


form, notify the clubwomen. We are | 
working on new peach products. oe . 
_- If your demonstration agent i: do- 
ing good work; if your council is get- 
ting results and there is not suffi- 
cient recognition of it, ask the club- 
women to write it up for the local 
papers. Nothing helps a good cause 
like publicity and the clubwoman is 
a trained publicity writer. 


Go To Authorities. 

The clubwomen are pledged to get 
a home demonstration in every coun- 
ty, and are frequently met with the 
excuse that the country woman doesn’t 
want to work because she hasn’t asked 
for it. If you want your county to 
put on home demonstration work or 
if you have it and want it continued, 
go with the clubwomen to your county 
authorities.

Miss Beverly Wheatcroft spent a 
week in LaGrange and with the li- 
brary committee, arranged and shelf- 
indexed the books. 

The city has appropriated a gener- 
ous sum, which with the fund from 
the woman's club, will enable the 
library to function to the fullest ad- 
vantage and prove a greatly needed 
blessing to the citizens of the city 
and of Troup county. 

The patrons of the library are for- 
tunate in having a very efficient li- 
brarian in Miss Jeannette, Wilhoite. 

The handsome woman’s club room, 
connected with the library, has been 
very artistically and comfortably fur- 
nished, and is the gathering place 
for the club women, the legion and 
many civic, patriotic and social or- 
ganizations. 

The 12 years that have elapsed 
since the first proposal of the estab- 
lishment of the library have been 
filled with hard work, with discour- 
agement and hope deferred, but 
through it all the vision of this bheau- 
tiful building has shone out like a 
beacon light. — . 

Through these discouraging years 
it was Mrs. Clifford Smith’s un- 
daunted courage that kept this vision 
ever before the club, 

Often when hope seems dead, her 
untiring spirit kept alive the dream, 

The woman's club and the citizens 
of LaGrange are moved to stress the 
need of praise which they owe and 
unanimously accord to Mrs. Smith, 
who would vigorously and modestly 
depreciate this just estimate of her 
value to the community and state.

DAIRYING IN THE SOUTH. 


The first quarterly issue for 1927 
of the Agricultural Bulletin, pub- 
lished by the Atlanta & West Point, 
Georgia & Western of Alabama 
railroads, features the various 
phases of dairying in the south, and 
the marvelous development in that 
industry in the southeastern terri- 
tory. Concrete examples of suc- 
cessful dairying, particularly as en- 
gaged in by farmers who make this 
only a part of a balanced produc- 
tion program, are given. The read- 
ing of these practical illustrations 
of what is being done, ‘and can be 
done by any farmer who has the 
will and the business foresight to 
plan operations along intelligent and 
constructive lines, will be not only 
interesting but inspirational. 


It is a fact, stressed by every stu- 
dent of farm economics, that farm- 
ers everywhere, when confronted by 
adverse conditions or circumstances, 
turn to the dairy cow to find a 
way out of their troubles. And if 
properly handled she is unfailing. 

While the examples—which are 
even Startling in their net results— 
cited by the Agricultural Bulletin 


are along the lines of the railroads 


‘cooperating in agricultural develop- 


| 


ment, it is also true that similar 
examples can be found in all sec- 
tions of the southeast. 


The Georgia department of agri- 
culture has just received a report, 
to illustrate, that a local creamery 
in Fitzgerald paid out, in 1926, 
$100,000 in cream checks to farm- 
ers in Ben Hill county and adjoin- 
ing territory. As a result of the 
progress being made in dairying in 
that section it is stated that definite 
arrangements have been made for 
the location of three high-class Ayr- 
Shire bulls and a number of Guern- 
sey, Holstein and Ayrshire heifer 
calves in that county. Five of these 
bulls have been allotted to the A., 
B. & C. railroad, and three of the 
five have been allotted in turn to 
the Ben Hill section. It illustrates 
the interest being taken also by 
that railroad in promoting dairying 
along its rails. 

It is the same story everywhere 
—and certainly there cannot be 
a more hopeful or encouraging 
tendency. 

In summing up the developments 
and opportunities in agriculture in 
Georgia and the southeast, aside 
from cotton production, the Agri- 
cultural Bulletin says:

The National Democracy Heading Into 
the Road to the Dark Horse Stable. 


Speculations as to what a democrat- 
ic national convention will do 17 


months hence may be interesting, but 
cannot be wholly 
convineing. Very 
seldom in our polit- 
ical history has 
there been an ad- 
vance certainty of 
the man who was 
to receive the party 
nomination to the 
presidency. 
National candi- 
dates were nomi- 
nated by regular 
party conventions 
for the first time im 
1832. 
In that year 
there was no op- 
te oh position to the re- 
nomination of President Andrew Jack- 
son. The work of the convention turn- 
el upon the nomination of Martin Van 
uren for vice president and to effect 
that the famous two-thirds rule was 
invented by the Jackson partisans and 
brought into play to prevent the re- 
nomination of Vice President Cal- 
houn. 

There's a very common belief that 
the “unit rule,’ by which the ma- 
jority of Jelegates from any state ezsts 
the whole vote of the state, was also 
originally adopted by the democratic 
party, but that is not history. he 
first time the unit rule was adopted 
was in the campaign of 1840 by the 
whig convention.

Jackson Ruled the Roost. 

In 1836 President Jackson had the 
democratic party in his vise-like gzip. 
The convention was almost wholly a 
federai office-seekers’ caucus and Jack- 
son's designee, Van Buren, was unani- 
mously nominated for president. There 
were four candidates in the field 
against him, but in the electoral col- 
lege he had 46 majority over General 
William Henry Harrison, Hugh L. 
White, Daniel Webster and Willie P. 
Mangum. There was no election of vice 
president and the senate, with a dem- 
ocratic majority of ten, eleeted Rich- 
ard M. Johnson, of Kentucky, the dem- 
ocratie nominee. 


In 1840 the democrats renominated 
Van Buren without opposition and 
made no nomination to the vice pvresi- 
dency. It adopted instead the foliow- 
ing singular resolution: 

“Resolved, that the convention deem 
it expedient at the present time not 


to choose between the individuals in 
nomination, but to leave the devision 
to their republican (democratic) fel- 
low-citizens in the several states, trust- 
ing that before the election shall take 
place this opinion will become so con- 
centrated as to secure the choice of a 
vice president by the electoral college.” 
Democratie divisions were acute in 
many states. Twenty-six states voted 
and Van Buren carried only seven of 
them. Harrison and Tyler, the whigs, 
were elected. Harrison‘ died a month 
after inauguration and ‘Tyler served 
out his term, at war with the party 
that elected him. 
a 


The Democrats Came Back. 

In 1844 there had come a revival 
of democratic energy and harmony. 
Four years of official ostracism had 
sobered the party factions. When the 
convention assembled in Baltimore,all 
the states were represented except 
South Carolina, not yet reconciled over 
the party panning of Calhoun. The 
leading candidates were Van Buren, 
seeking a third nomination; General 
Lewis Cass, of Michigan, and former 
Vice President Johnson, of Kentucky. 
Van Buren led in the first four bal- 
lots; Cass led in the following four; 
but on the ninth the convention broke 
from the favorites and. gave its entire 
266 votes to James K. Polk, of Ten- 


_ftfectly plausible and 


‘nessee, a rank “dark horse.” 

That year there were two candidates 
against Polk—Henry Clay for the 
whigs and Birney for the liberty-aboli- 
tionists, the new anti-slavery party— 
but Polk beat Clay in the electoral 
college by 170 to 105. 23 

It fell to Polk’s administration to 
fight the war with Mexico, which, 


though successful, caused deep divi- 
sions of sentiment in all parties and 
sections. The consequence was that in 
1848 the democrats nominated Lewis 
Cass and the whigs cleverly put up 
General Zachary Taylor, the hero of 
Buena Vista and other Mexican phat- 
tles. ‘The result was that each of them 
carried 15 states, but Taylor carricd 
the larger ones and had in the electoral 
college 1€3 votes to 127 for Cass, 
6 * oo 


Another Dark Horse Needed. 
The democrats, again off the pub- 
lic reservation, had to figure shaz»ly 


what to do to “come back” again. So, 
in 1852, after cat+hauling through 48 
ballots over Lewis Cass, James Buch- 
anan, Stephen A. Douglas and Wil- 
ham L. Marcy, they swarmed over 
on the forty-ninth to the darke&St horse 
that ever entered a convention corral, 
and nominated Franklin Pierce, of 
New Hampshire, with only four dis- 
senting votes. Pierce’s chief contestant 
was General Winfield Scott, the wihig 
nominee. Pierce ran like the provervial 
“seared wolf” and in the electoral col- 
lege had 254 votes from 27 states to 
Scott’s 42 votes from the four states 
of Kentucky, Massachusetts, Tennessee 
and Vermont. 

In 1856 James Buchanan was nom- 
inated on the seventeenth ballot, hav- 


ing led from the start, against both 
Pierce and Douglas. ‘That year General 
k'remont was nominated by the newiy 
organized “republican party.” ‘The 
whigs and “know-nothings” »peth 
named Millard Fillmore, who had serv- 
ed out Taylor's term after the latter's 
death in office. 

In the election 31 states voted. 
Buchanan had 19 in the electoral col- 
lege with 174 votes; Fremont had 11 
states with 114 votes; and Fillmore 
had only Maryland's 8 votes, given him 
because of his candidacy upon a “na- 
tive American” platform, declaring 
that “Americans must rule America, 
and native-born citizens should be se- 
lected for all state, federal anjl mu- 
nicipal government employment.” . 

* * * 

Toward the Dark Horse Stable. 

Already in this column the party 
history and vicissitudes since 1860 
have been rehearsed and need no repe- 
tition. 

Just now, looking toward next year’s 


convention, it would seem that the par- 
ty is once more taking the road to 
the stable of the dark horses. 

Among the sporting elements of the 
party one can get bets easily that Al 
Smith will not be the nominee; that 
McAdoo will not be “it;” that neither 
Ritchie nor Reed have a “look in,’ 
and so on through the present tenta- 
tive list. 

The reasons given against the suc- 
cess of each one of them sound per- 
the conviction 
grows more’ general and stronger daily 
that the convention will have to dis- 
cover “a big unknown” to take the 
standard and give a hope of victory. 

If, happily, another Polk or Pierce 
should turn up and be started with a 
flag representing the ancient and ac- 
ceptabie principles of democracy, the 
republican horse, even if Calyin Cool- 
idge, will have to run his legs off to 
outgame him!

“Nothing to Arbitrate” 


There seems to have been poor 
team work between the president and 
his secretary of state. Before this

lished, let us hope 
they will have 
caught step. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, 
Secretary Kellogg 
announced, to the 
delight of all peace- 
loving peoples, that 
the United States 
would be glad to 
submit its differ- 
ences with Mexico 
to arbitration. 
Then the cool tones 
of our President 

‘ Coolidge chilled the 
warm approval of the nation, with the 
announcement, “there is nothing to 


arbitrate.” He insisted that the peo- 
ple should keep their attention upon 
the fact that Mexico was seeking to' 
confiscate the property of American | 
citizens, and that question could not | 
be submitted to arbitration. 

Mr. Coolidge thinks simply, seldom 
clearly, and never comprehensively. 
Of course we could never submit the 


question as to whether Mexico, or any 
other nation, has the right to confis- 
cate the property of our citizens, to 
arbitration. That question has been 
settled, recognized, and accepted, by 
all civilized nations, long ago. In 
this controversy Mexico has never 
claimed the right of confiscation. 
The Mexican government has enacted 
certyin laws affecting the property 
rights of citizens of the United States. 
Our government claims that if these 
laws are executed, the result will be 
the confiscation of the property of 


citizens. The Mexican govern- 


ment takes issue with our interpreta- 

tion of these laws, and denies the 

charge that their application will 

mean the confiscation of property. 
Question of Honor. 

The issue then, between the two 
governments, is not the right or wrong 
of confiscation, but a difference of 
opinion as to the interpretation and 
application of a legislative enactment, 
Surely that is a very clear case for ar- 
bitration. The fact hat President 
Coolidge is so convinced that we are 
right, and that the application of this 
legislative enactment would confis- 
cate the property of our citizens, so 
far from being a reason for not arbi- 
should make him welcome 
arbitration as being the simplest and 
quickest method of proving to the 
world that—while our contention was 
plainly a just one—we are ready to 
submit it to the court o° reason. 

This is a good time for the people 
of this country to face the significance 
of a refusal to arbirtate any question 
of difference which may arise with 
another nation. It means that we 
reserve to ourselves the right to de- 
cide the question in controversy, and 
if our decision is not accepted by the 


other nation, we will resort to force. 
Even those questions 


which the op | nation? 


ponents of arbitration claim to involve 
the honor or sovereignty of a nation, 
could always be settled by reason bet- 
ter than by force. I, too, would in- 
sist that our sovereignty, or our honor, 
could not be submitted to any court, 
but the question as to whether our 
honor, or sovereignty, is involved, or 
put in jeopardy, in any given contro- 
versy, should always be submitted to 
a court of reason. If we took the 
position as individuals that we would 
not submit to the court questions in- 
volving personal honor and integrity. 
we could have nothing like a civilized 
society. Should individuals reserve 
to themselves the right of decision of 
certain questions, and back those de- 
cisions by physical force, we would 
have the reign of anarchy instead of 
law. This is equally true of nations. 
We must decide, in one way or an- 
other, to submit controversies which 
cannot be settled by diplomacy, to a 
court of reason, or frankly acknowl- 
edge that “might makes right” and 
maintain enormous armies and navies 
to enforce our will. 


An Appeal to Chivalry. 
If we believe that the good will 
of the other nations of the earth, and 


particularly of Central and South 
America, is desirable, we ought 

consider very carefully and frankly 
the very ugly impression which our 
recent Central American policy has 
made upon the world. We have been 
so loud in our professions of faith 
in arbitration, and so pious in our 
protestation that we are the friends 
of peace that when the president of 


our republic, in cool, curt sentences, | 


dismisses the appeal of a weaker gov- 
ernment for arbitration, we invite 
the skepticism of the nations of the 
earth in our good faith. 


There is a legitimate appeal, too, 


to the chivalry of the American peo- 
ple. Nothing so humiliates me, as an 
American, as to see our government 
appear in the role of a big bully, 
threatening to enforce its will on a 
weaker country. Of all other peo- 
ples in the world, we should be the 
most sympathetic and patient with the 
peoples of Mexico in their slow, 
blundering, often mistaken, efforts 1 
win their independency from petty na- 
tive tyrants, and the cruel greed of 
foreign investors. 
protect the lives and property of our 
citizens in Mexico is a principle whic, 
may well need consideration, and 
which demands wise discretion in each 
individual case.

All Other Problems of Plceigcsall

Washington, D. C., February 5.— 
Those democratic leaders whose in- 
terest is in victory over the republic- 


ans, and in getting 
the offices, more 
than in anything 
else, continue to 
talk — though in 
diminishing volume 
— about compro- 
mise. They think, 
whether correctly 
or not, that the 
chief obstacle to 
democratic victory 
-is the dry-wet. tug- 
of-war, symbolized 
' in the McAdoo- 
a Smith feud. They 
: fear that a repeti- 
tion of the 1924 democratic convention 
would be followed by repetition of the 
i924 election as between republicans 
and democrats. Consequently, they 
argue, let.us compromise the McAdoo- 
Smith feud; let us either eliminate 
these two or persuade them mutually 
to eliminate themselves; let us have 
these two agree upon a compromise ; 
let us nominate somebody not quite 
wet enough to anger the drys and not 
quite dry enough to anger the wets. 

This line of reasoning continues, 
but with decidedly less confidence than 
two years ago. A review of what has 
happened during these two years, and 
especially a review of what has not 
happened, suggests the improbability 
of the compromise these leaders hope 
for. It is almost. exactly two years 
since one of the most highminded 
leaders in the party, Franklin Roose- 
relt, of New York, proposed a confer- 
ence that should agree upon harmony 
ani thereafter look forward to build- 
ing a unified party and bringing vie- 
tory. 

But the conference that Mr. Roose- 
velt proposed in 1925 did not happen; 
neither did any other of the several 
harmony conferences suggested by 


others for the same purpose. The rea- 
son has been that the bulk of the 
party did not and does not want to 
compromise. Some of the leaders may 
want to compromis efrom the best of 
motives; some of those hungry for 
office or power may long for com- 
promise; but the bulk of the rank and 
file does not want to compromise for 
eny purpose or for any motive. The 
biggest thing in the democratic party 
is the wet-dry division into factions, 
and the necessity and the desire of 
bringing that tug-of-war to a conclu- 
sive end. That bulks larger in the 
democratic party just now than the 
tariff or any other principle. It is 
larger even than the hope of victory. 
It obscures everything else. Attempts 
fo compromise it or sidetrack it or 
ignore it are difficult indeed. 
“Let Smith Have It.” 

An alternative to the program of 
compromise is another program, ex- 
pressed in the phrase, “Aw, let Smith 
have it!” This program also has had 
some favor with party leaders, espe- 
cially lately. A considerable number 
of dispatches go cut from Washington 
carrying the notion that Smith is go- 
ing to be nominated more or less by 
default. To some extent these dis- 
patches reflect the writers and the 
papers they represent. It should be 
made clear, however, that when the 
origin of these dispatches is investi- 
gated a certain kind and degree of 
basis is found for them. It is found 
that certain democratic leaders who 
‘are in official positions, members of 
congress, senators and others, when 
engaged in private conversations, 
either say in so many words, or im- 
ply tacitly, that the party might as 
well go ahead and nominate Smith. 

The only way this program could 
work out would be through lack of 
organized ppposition to Smith by the 


rank and file of the drys. Some demo- 
cratie congressmen and other leaders 
who represent districts and communi- 
ties that, as respects ihe rank and file, 
are thoroughly dry, would be willing 
to “let Smith have it.” They would 
be willing, that is, if it eould “just 
happen.” Decidedly they are not will- 
ing in the sense of promoting it, of 
identifying themselves with it pub- 
licly. An occasional democratic dele- 
gate from a thoroughly dry state 
‘might be willing to let the nomination 
drift to Smith if that should happen 
iwithout too much conspicuousness. 
‘But if these same delegates are obliged 
to make a choice publicly, to go on 
record, in that event they are bound 
to oppose Smith. A delegate or a 
member of congress from a dry dis- 
trict could not’ openly promote the 
nomination of Smith and thereafter 


get office from his own voters. 

The net of this is that while some 
leaders, supposed to be dry, would be 
willing to subordinate their dryness 
to the hope. of victory under Smith, 
the rank and file of voters whom these 
leaders represent are decidedly not 
willing. If the dry _ opposition to 
Smith is organized behind McAdoo or 
another leader, that will oblige every 
delegate and every official democrat to 
line up; and in lining up publicly they 
iwill practice safety-first by taking the 
lstand that will commend them to the 
‘local districts om which they depend. 
They may argue that tie nomination 
lof Smith would mean national victory ; 
but for their own personal victories 
in their districts they are obliged to 
oppose Smith and otherwise to be 
dry. And after ail, the local personal 
victory is more important to each dele- 
gate than national victory for the 
party as a whole. 

Could Smith Win ‘outh? 

| The theory that it might be good 
| policy to “let Smith have it” looks to 
| the way the campaign would work out 
‘against the republicans if Smith were 
‘the candidate. The ‘heory starts by 
assuming that Smith could carry the 
solid south, as every other democratic 
candidate always has. This theory is 
probably correct. In spite of the talk, 
and in spite of the undisputed exist- 
ence of much hostility to Smith in the 
‘south, it is difficult to imagine any 
'southern state, traditionally demo- 
leratie, going republican for the sake 
of giving expression to 
against Smith. 

By “the south” 
‘¢ meant ten states: Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana, Arkansas and Texas. This is, so 
to speak, the minimum solid south, 
These are the states chat no republic- 
an candidate for president has ever 
carried since the carpet bag days after 
the civil war. This list omits Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, because these 
'states have been carried by the repub- 
ilicans either in the Coolidge-Davis 
‘eampaign of 1924 or in the Harding- 
‘Cox campaign of 1920. One may ex- 
| press it in another way by saying 
Smith would carry every southern 
|state that was carried by both Cox 
in 1920 and Davis in 1924. 

If there are any exceptions to this 
generalization about these ter south- 
ern states the first would be North 


Carolina. North arolina on more 
than one occasion, especially when Mr. 
Taft was a candidate, has veered to- 
{ward the republican party, an rather 
ifrequently has elected republican con- 
gresemen in individua) districts. It 
lis ‘just pessible that with Smith as the 
democratic candidate North Carolina 
might jump over into the republican 


coluran. Another bare possibility is 
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which in 1920 polled a larger repub- 
lican vote for Harding than is com- 
monly realized. 


Is Strong in State. 
However, accepting the assumption 
that these ten southern states would 
vote for Smith as against a republican 
candidate, the next rtep in the theory 


that it would be expedient to let Smith 
have the democratic nomination is the 
assumption that Smith would carry 
New York. For this there is obviouse 
ly strong ground. Smith, in his va- 
rious candidacies for governor of New 
York, has proved himself a wonderful 
vote getter in that state. It is true 
that the New York electorate seems to 
have a way of making a distinction 
between the party it will occasionally 
support for the governorship, and the 
party it almost always supports na- 
tionally. It is true that New York 
has never voted for a democratic presi- 
dent since Grover Cleveland, except on 
the one occasion when the repubiican 
party was divided between Taft, head- 
ing republicans, and Roosevelt, head- 
ing the progressives. Taking all this 
into account, it is a fact as of today 
that nearly all democratic leaders, to- 
gether with many disinterested ob- 
servers and a few republican leaders, 
believe that Smith as a candidate for 
the presidency could carry New York 
against Mr. Coolidge or whoever else 
might be the republican nominee. 


The theory of “let Smith have it” 
passes next to the assumption that if 
he could carry New York he could 
also carry several eastern states in 


which the electorate is similar to that 
of New York. The states meant in- 
clude New Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts To assume that Massa- 
chusetts could be carried by Smith 
in a campaign in which Massachusetts’ 
own son, Coolidge, would be the repub- 
lican nominee, is going pretty far: 
nevertheless this belief is held by 
many, and is fundamental in the “let 
Smith have it” theory. 

If these assumptions are correct, 
Smith, with the “solid south,” and the 
“eastern salient,” as democrats ex- 
press it in military terminology, would 


have a strong start. For the remain- 
ing states necessary to victory those 
who hold this theory depend upon 
Smith carrying some middle western 
states in which there are large cities 
and in which the wets are strong. 
Ohio, for example, is a state normally 
doubtful as between the republicans 
and democrats, but with two large 
cities, Cleveland and Cincinnati, and 
several smaller cities in which the elec- 
torate is of a kind that for various 
reasons woukl take kindly to Smith, 
Missouri is a state with a large wet 
city, St. Louis. 

If, by any chance, McAdoo should 
refuse to be a candidate, and if, by 
some other chance or chances there 


should not be any other leading dry 
candidate symbolizing opposition to 
Smith—in such an event the program 
of “let Smith have it”? might conceiv- 
ably go through. But these are very 
remote chances and within a few 
weeks will be seen to be remote. 


Compromise Is Not Easy. 
Those who believe in the definite 
program of eliminating both Smith and 
McAdoo, and finding a compromise, 


are really pretty restricted when they 
pass to the next step. To compromise 
Smith and McAdoo would be to com- 
promise wet and dry; and to find a 
compromise candidate is to find some- 
body not publicly identified strongly 
with either the wet or the dry fac- 
tion. Such a person is ‘not easy to 
find. One of the most powerful 
porters of compromise has Owen D. 
Young in mind. Mr. Young is a very 
distinguished citizen of New York, 
head of the General Electric company. 
He was joint author with Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes of the “Dawes plan,” 
which has brought at least a tempo- 
rary stability tod/urope and has large- 
ly accounted for the progress Europe 
has made during the Jast three years 
toward fimancial stability, economic 
progress and political peace. Every- 
body who knows Mr. Young person- 
ally, or is familiar with his record, 
speaks of him with enthusiasm. But 
the difficulty is, the masses of the vot- 
ers do not know him. When the time 
comes for the compromisers to intro- 
duée Mr. Young to the public the first 
question the democratic voters will ask 
is whether he is dry or wet. Mr. 
Young will be obliged to answer that 
question, and in his answer he will 
classify himself. In the present state 
of feeling about prohibition it is easy 
to conceive an answer that would 
please compromisers—but most dif- 
ficult to conceive an answer that 
would please both the drys and the 
wets or even placate them. 


Reed Is Considered. 


Among all this talk the word “com- 
promise” is sometimes used in a dif-

Editor Constitution: My attention 
has been directed to an article appear- 
ing in The Constitution January 20, 
1927, over the signature of R. A. Lee, 
British consul, stationed at Atlanta, 
headed “British Consul Compares 
Strength of Two Navies.” Through a 
rather ingenious array of- figures, the 
article in question would make it ap- 
pear that the United States navy en- 
joys a popderance of cruiser power. 
n the light of actual facts, we believe 
the reverse is true. 

Mr. Lee states that his article is 
based upon official figures furnished 
him and his comment is of more than 
passing importance in view ‘of effogts 
now being made to maintain the prop- 
er ratio of the Ur,:ed States navy's 
Cruiser. strength. in a carefully re- 
stricted list of vessels, Mr. Lee com- 
pares the tonnage of American cruis- 
ers of the “Omaha” class, along with 
armament, to a similar list of British 
vessels, purporting te emphasize the 
superior strength of the United Siates 
fleet in terms of completed ships. 

Differs With Writer. . 

A consideration of the British con- 
sul’s list of 10 American cruisera, as 
compared to six British cruisers, shows 
that the former enjoys an advantage 
of a couple of knots in speed and 
mount more guus in the aggregate. he 
numerical armament advantage. how- 
ever, 18 offset to an extent by the 
larger caliber of the guns on the Brit- 
ish vessels, 120 six-inch guns being op- 
posed to 41 guns on the six British 
ervisers ranging from two mounting 
7-6-inch zuns, to the others of 7-7.5. 

In his use of figures the. consu 
has compared a very small part of th 
British navy with a rather consider- 
able percentage of the United Siates 
navy, as regards cruiser strengths. He 
states: ° 

“The British, it is true, also pos- 
sess another class of cruiser, totaling 
in all 31 ships averaging 4,200 tons 
each. But some of these vessels are 11 
years old, while all of them are less 
than half the tonnage of the Ameri- 
can eruisers and very much slower.” 
Further > “These cruisers would be in 
no sense a mateh for the modern 
American cruiser of the ‘Omaha’ 
class.” Wy a, 

In this comparison of tonnage the 
gross tonnage ofthe American ves- 
sels is measured against the normal 
displacement of the British ships, mak- 
ing the advantage appear on the side 
of the United States. Great Britain 
has available for service 33 additional 
cruisers ranging from the “Centaur,” 
displacing 3,750 tons to the “Carys- 
fort.” 4,780 tons, and a comparison 
of tonnage from the standpoint of 
normal displacement dees not bear out 
the consul’s contention. With further 
regard to light cruiser strengths, ii 
may be well to state that the United 
States now has under construction the 
“Pensacola” and the “Salt Lake City,”

In a consideration of the larger 
aspect of the cruiser situation, it may 
be well to know that the United States 
has a total tonnage of 125,000, rep- 
resented by ships built, building and 
appropriated for. This hardly com- 
pares favorably with a total tonnage 
of 332,000 for Great Britain, to say 


nothing. of 156,000 tons for Japan. | 
By virtue of the terms of the dis-. 


arfMament conference, the United 
States is entitled to equal tonnage 
with Great. Britain and 40 per cent 
more than Japan, if viewed strictly 
on a basis of the 5-5-3 ratio. Cruisers 
built, building and appropriated for 
by the Japanese government, show a 
tonnage of over 30,000 in favor of 
Japan, representing every class of 
cruisér, and a 200,000 ton balance in 
favor of Great Britain. A p l 
by the United States to embrace all 
classes of war vessels, including light 
cruisers, in the armament limitation 
agreement, did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the other powers participat- 
ing in the disarmament conference.

The bright and casual surface of 
this surprising book covers without 
concealing the tragic intensity of its 
meaning. Its core has a Dead Sea 
flavor, but the skin of the fruit 
smooth and cool and shining. The 
spectacle of a futile and unhappy mar- 
riage, observed through the innocent 
undivining crystal of a child’s mind, 
might have degenerated into something 
both shocking and inept; Miss Glenn 
has had the skill to make it pitiful and 
even beautiful. To save such a per- 
formance from the pendant dangers of 
vulgarity upon the one hand and sen- 
timentality upon the other required a 
taste and a techincal dexterity of the 
first order; Miss Glenn has shown 
these talents to advantage, together 
with a singularly honest set of emo- 
tional values and a flexible and point- 
ed style well formed to her material. 

This novel may suggest a compari- 
son with “What Maisie Knew;” it 1s 
in fact the story of what Michael did 
not know—what_ Michael perceived 
but often failed to understand. The 
miserable progression of his parents 
marriage is so lamentable a morality 
play upon the theme of failure that 
the boy’s vision of it, seen as through 
a glass, now darkly and now with in- 
genuous clarity, appears as a profound- 
er comment upon its vain attempt 
than the balder comprehension of an 
adult mind. It is this delicate oblique- 
ness of outlook which keeps the book 
fresh and tonic, while leaving it far 
more terrible by implication than the 
most brutal realism could have render- 
ed if. 

The fact that the whole story must 
of necessity have been created first in 
the adult mind of its author, and then 
translated, as it were, into the more 
rarified mental language of the child's 
understanding and lack of understand- 
ing, makes of the finished tale a truly 
extraordinary piece of work. Especial- 
ly worthy of praise is the manner 1n 
which the reader's sympathy—I am 
speaking, of course, of moderately hu- 
man readers—is cleverly engaged for 
Lucy in spite of a hundred honest 
evidences of her. selfishness and 1in- 
stability, while Peter's authentie de- 
cency and integrity become, by a se- 
ries of minute and artful touches, an 
intolerably sterling worthiness which 
might drive any wife out of her sober 
senses. 

Poor Lucy’s senses were none too 
sober to begin with, but Miss Glenn 
gives you her side of the case without 
one syllable of special pleading, and 
che does it all miraculously and sim- 
ply, by proving that Peter was a gen-

It occurred after my with- 
drawal to my little Sussex home when 
| had given myself up entirely to that 
soothing life of nature for which | 
had so often yearned during the long 
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years spent amid the gloom of Lon- 
don. At this period of my life the 
good Watson had passed almost be- 
yond my ken.

thought I should see you out.” 

“Going for a swim, I see.” 

“At your tricks again,” he laugh- 
ed, patting his bulging pocket. ‘Yes, 
McPherson started early and I expect

Fitzroy McPherson was the science 
master, a fine upstanding young fel- 
low, whose life had been crippled by 
heart trouble following rheumatic 
fever. He was a natural athlete, 
however, and excelled in every game 
which did not throw too great a 
strain upon him. Summer and winter 
he went for his*swim,-.and, as |. am a 
swimmer myself, I,have, often joined 
him. 

At this moméat we saw the man 
himself. His head showed above the 
edge of the cliff where the path ends.

top staggering like a drunken man. 
The next instant he threw up his 
hands, and, with a terrible cry, fell 
upon his face. Stackhurst and | rush- 
ed forward—it may have been fifty 
yards—and turned him on his back. 
He was obviously dying. Those glaz- 
ed sunken eyes and dreadful livid 
cheeks could mean nothing else. One 
glimmer of life came into his face for 
an instant, and he uttered two or three 
words with an eager air of warning. 
They were slurred and indistinct, but 
to my ear the last of them, which 
burst in a shriek from his lips, were 
“the lion’s mane.” It was _ utterly 
irrelevant and unintelligible, and yet 
I could twist the sound into no other 
sense. Then he half raised himself 
from the ground, threw his arms into 
the air, and fell forward on his side.

My companion was paralyzed by 
the sudden horror of it, but }, as may 
well be imagined, had every*sense on’ 
the alert.

Frem 
the top of the path I could’see the 
whole sweep of it, and it was abso- 
lutely deserted, save that two or 
three dark figures could be seen far 
away moving towards the village of 
Fulworth. Having satisfied myself 
upon this point | walked slowly down 
the path. There was clay or soft 
marl mixed with the chalk, and every 
here and there I saw the same foot- 
step, both ascending and descending. 
No one else had gone down to the 
beach by this track that morning. At 
one place I observed the print of an’ 
open hand with the fingers towards 
the incline.

the country) asking 
me whether it is in accordance with 
Bridge ethics for adversaries in Pro- 
gressive games to double each other’s 
bids so as to increase each other’s 
scores; also whether, in order to pre- 
vent this practice, it is advisable to 
eliminate all doubles and redoubles 
when playing Progressive Auction 
Bridge. 

In any form of Bridge, the object 
is to defeat one’s opponent. In Pro- 
gressive, each player or pair of play- 
ers is trying to win against every 
other player or pair in the room; 
consequently any scheme of scoring 
which permits the losers at one table 
to fare better than the winners at an- 
other which is being compared with it, 
is wrong in principle and unfair in re-

sults. 


and-minus scores. 


a net minus for the losers; instead, 


they credit both sides with all the 


points they have won. As a result, 


the contest at each table becomes, not 
a question of winning or losing, but 
one of rolling up big totals. The 
under 


natural result of a method 
which the score of one side is not 
diminished by the score of the other, 
is that neither side is interested in 
keeping down the score of the other 
side, but only in augmenting its own. 

This leads to wild bidding and 
wilder doubling, and has developed 
the practice which forms the principal 
theme of my article today. This is 
generally known as ‘‘reciprocal dou- 
bling’’—a practice which hardly can 
be regarded as honorable. Under 
this form of reciprocity, a side receiv- 
ing poor cards in a deal and having 
no prospect of obtaining the contract, 
double the opposing bid knowing that 


Yet that is precisely what hap- 
pens when contestants keep total or 
all-plus scores, instead of net or plus- 
As some of my 
readers may not be familiar with any- 
thing except the approved method of 
scoring, permit me to explain that 
many Progressive players do not sub- 
tract the score of the losers from that 
of the winners and enter the differ- 
ence as a net plus for the winners and 


it will be redoubled; with the assured 
result of a total for the redoublers 
many times the natural score of their 
hand. The side which receives- the 
benefit of this gratuity is expected to 
reciprocate later by doubling when the 
conditions are reversed. 

As an illustration of how all plus 
scores may work, particularly when 
augmented at some of the tables by 
reciprocal doubling: Suppose that at 
one table A and B are playing legiti- 
mately against C and D, and at an- 
Other W and X are reciprocally fat- 
tening scores with Y and Z; that A 
and B defeat C and D by a score of 


200 to 100; and that W and X defeat* 


Y and Z by a score of 3,000 to 1,500. 
A and B have won by 100 points, de- 
feating their opponents two to one; 
Y and Z have been beaten two to one 
and have lost by 1,500 points; yet on 
the basis of comparative plus scores, 
Y and Z who lost would be, 1,300 
points better off than A and B who 
won. This all-plus method of scoring, 
besides being an absurdity on its face, 
has become so tainted with unethical 
practices’ (principally although not 
wholly in doubling,) that in many 
places rules have appeared prohibit- 
ing all doubles —an unnecessary and 
harmful modification of the Laws of 
Bridge. 


There is but one sound way to 
keep the score in Progressive and that 
is to total the score of each side be- 
fore each progression, subtract the 
smaller score from the greater, and 
let the differenge be the margin by 
which those w progress win and 
those who remain lose. The winners 
should be scored plus and the losers 
minus, — the players with the high- 
est plus for the sitting. (not the high- 
est gross score) should be the winners 
of the event. 

No doubt many Progressive play- 
ers, accustomed to the all-plus 
method, will object at first to the 
sound, sane and conclusive plus-and- 
minus method, first, because the lat- 
ter does not put such big figures on 
their cards, and second, because they 
will find it more difficult to keep score 
by the minus and plus method. There 
may be some reasonableness in the 
latter contention, although the reduc- 
tion in the size of the figures nearly 
neutralizes the difficulty; but the es- 
sential fact remains that one is a 
sound and conclusive method of scor- 
ing a scientific game, while the other 
is about as scientific as grabbing num- 
bers from a bag—with certain crafty 
contestants conniving to grab the big 
numbers unfairly.

HAT powerful 'and majestic 
painting “Christ Giving Keys 
to Peter,’’ was frescoed . by 
Perugino on the walls of the 
Sistine Chapel in the Vatican 
at Rome in 1483, the same 

year Martin Luther and Raphael 

were born. This masterpiece is the 
great Umbrian’s conception of the 
passage from the Bible which reads, 

“Upon this rock I will build my 

church, and the gates of hell shall not 

prevail against it.’ 

When asked ‘“‘Whom do men say 
the Son of man is?”’ Peter spoke, 
saying, ‘‘Thou art Christ, the Son of 
the living God.” By this divine reve- 
lation, he made a solemn profession 


of his faith which pleased Christ and 
as a reward Peter was given the keys 
of the kingdom. 

In the painting Perugino shows 
Peter, the fisherman, in the act of 
‘kneeling as he accepts the keys. 
There is no rejoicing—all is calm and 
in order. Sadness emanates from 
their saintly countenances, for time 
is pressing and the journey to Jeru- 
salem will soon begin that will end 
in scourging — in crucifixion — in 
death. Afterwards their Divine Lead- 
er will be with them only in = spirit. 
The great temple in the background 
symbolizes the potency of the church, 
and the triumphal arches on either 
side commemorate the march and 
progress of Christianity. 

The hand is the most difficult part 
of the body to paint. The ability to 
fashion and mold shape to the hands 
has made Leonardo stand out and 
above others. One cannot see ‘‘Mona 
Lisa,’”’? or the ‘‘Last Supper’’ without 
admiring the comeliness of the hands 


and the long, graceful fingers. The 
different postures of the hands of the 
apostles ia Perugino’s masterpiece 
express a feeling that blends with the 
occasion. A finished hand on canvas 
is verily the work of a genius. 

The file wherein is kept the record 
of centuries labeled ‘‘ago,’’ shows 
Poverty leading Riches not a little in 
furnishing this planet with geniuses. 
The law of averages holds clear title 
to the reason. The more opportum- 
ties, the more chances to succeed. 
Large families are found along the 
boundary lines of poverty, and genius 
thrives here because there are more 
youths to thrive upon. 

Perugino, (his real name was Pie- 
tro Vannucci) was born near Perugia, 
Italy, in-the year 1446, Perugia not 
only served as his birthplace, but also 
furnished him the name by which we 
know him, for Perugino means “the 
little Peruginian.” He was one of a 
large family and the father and 
mother struggled and worked to stave 


off starvation. At the age of nine, 
Perugino was sent to Perugia to study 
painting, and later went to Flotence 
to complete his training, 

He rose rapidly in popular favor 
and was flooded with commissions, 
The demand for his time was so great 
that people willingly waited ten and 
twelve years just to say ‘‘Perugino 
did it.””. In the year 1500, the youth- 
ful Raphael entered the studio of 
Perugino to learn. the first funda- 
mentals of painting. Thus is further 
honor heaped upon the shoulders of 
Perugino—he was the first teacher of 
‘the divine painter.”’ 

A close friendship existed between 
the two, but in the choice of work the 
authorities in Rome preferred the 
dazzling brilliancy exhibited by the 
pupil to the fading stroke of the aged 
master. Youth ever will be served. 
Perugino died in 1523, aged seventy- 
seven. He had outlived his great pu- 
pil by three years.

I would begin with the red bricks of the. 


floor. A very dark red, if you please, for these 
bricks are old and have not seen the light of day 
for almost two thousand years. 


Then turn your attention to the saints. They 
will not be so easy. Their halos (the round circle 
of gold around their heads) should, of course, be 
yellow for that is the only color with which you 
can indicate gold, unless you buy yourself a small 
bottle of liquid gold, but that is hardly necessary, 
for yellow will do quite as well. 

As for their garments you can give those 
any colors you like, but try and get into every 
picture two more colors that shall contrast pleas- 
antly, such as blue and orange or green and blue 
(but not red and blue, which is always a terrible 
combination unless separated by several other 
colors). 

The square background against which the 
saints are painted should be a very light blue. 


The archway again is a reddish brick color 
and when you have let it dry you can take a very 
fine brush and paint in a few of the saints of 
which you see the vague outline, scratched upon 
the stone. by the pious hand of an amateur artist. 


The sarcophagi being of marble should be 
left white but the rest of the wall space and the 
archways in the gistance should be a light variety 
of gray. 

Finally, if you look hard, you will see a 
monk with a lantern in his hand. Make him 
brown and if you feel ambitious enough, try and 
make the candle throw a flickering light upon 
the scenery around. 


ND. now the empire fell upon evil 
days. It had grown top heavy and 
nothing could stop it on the rapid 
road to complete ruin. It was the 


old, old story of all such nations ° 


that had sacrificed everything to 
material success. A few men on top had 
grown too rich and the vast majority of the 
people had been turned into mean and hun- 
gry paupers. 

And then one day the rumor spread of 
a new faith which recognized neither rich 
nor poor and which gave all men an equal 
chance of salvation. It was the sort of mes- 
sage which millions of people had been 
waiting and eagerly they tried to catch some 
words spoken by the missionaries from the 
far east. But those messengers of good will 
preached certain doctrines which the Roman 
magistrates could only hold in contempt. 
Among other things they taught that it was 
wrong for one man to kill another and the 
christians, taking this lesson seriously, re- 
fused to serve in the Roman armies. That 
made them traitors to the safety of the na- 
tion and soon the rapidly increasing Chris- 
tian communities were declared a menace to 
the state and the Christians were forbidden 
to come together and worship their new 
God. 

As a result of this persecution, the 
world possesses one of the most extraordi- 
nary monuments of all time, the so-called 
Catacombs. 

Originally the Catacombs were burying 
places, narrow passage ways cut through the 
soft stone of the volcanic rock upon which 
Rome was built. But in the third century, 


when Rome made a serious effort to stamp 
out the dangerous new heresy, these under- 
ground cemeteries were the scene of many 
tragic encounters between the Christians and 
the Roman policemen. : 

For while it does not seem likely that such 
dark and badly ventilated vaults were ever used 
for divine service or offered a safe refuge to many 
people at the same moment, the fact that the 
bodies of all the martyrs wete laid to rest there 
made the Catacombs a place of great veneration 
to the multitudes and this subterranean monument 
to Christian steadfastness became a Shrine to 
which all the faithful flocked for mdre than seven 
centuries. 

In the end, however, the church grew strong 
enough to make herself mistress of the Roman 
empire. Then the Christians were able to erect 
churches that stood on the ground and they gave 
up their churches that were under the ground. 

Slowly the Catacombs were then forgotten, 
Their entrances were filled with rubbish and for 
more than five hundred years even the name 
dropped almost entirely out of the Christiana 
vocabulary. 

In the beginning of the sixteenth century, 
when the reformation stirred the mind of man to 
there was a sudden revival of interest 
in those most holy spots. Ever since the church 
has been the custodian of the Catacombs she has 
kept them trom further decay and has made them 
accessible to pilgrims and to visitors. 

Unfortunately during the sixth and seventh 
centuries, the greater part of the graves were 
robbed of their contents for the sake of holiness 
attached to the bones contained in the different 
sarcophagi. But for the rest they look very much 
today as they did seventeen hundred years ago.
